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or was it near 11 Oofelock? A. It was near 11 o'clock. 
He went off the beach, as you recall, at 10.350 o'clock? 
About 10.30, because I sized it up a half-hour between the 
time he left and the time I got up here to the house, be~- 
cause I stayed a little longer than he did. I came here 
and I looked at the time and it was around 11 o'clock. Uy 
guests came in some little while after that. 

Have you any objections to letting us have the cinnes of your 
guests? A. Wo, I have not. And these two relatives of 
mine, Mr. Riel, has said to me that he is very anxious to 
get Henry Stevens out of this trouble. He suggested writing
